. Road from Shiraz to Bushire, looking north to the Valley of Arjan. November 42. 


JS. Valley of Khesht. Jeep route which is not marked. A guide is required here. 
November 1952. 


/6. Road between Shiraz and Firuzabad, just north of Firuzabad. (‘The road ‘is 
not this good all the way:)) 9 Oct 52. - dea 


/t. Near Basht on the back road into the oil producing area -~ between Kazerun 
and Gach Saran. November 1952. 


8. A spring with a large flow of good water. West of Fassa, about one nile 
north of the road to Shiraz. 6 Nov 52. 


I9. Main highway north of Shiraz -- first gasoline station north of Shiraz (about 
40 miles from Shiraz). (Looking south.) January 1953. 


10. Valley just north of Shapur on the road to Fehlien. The notch in the wall is 
where there was a dem in ancient times. It provides an excellent site for a 
dam, and would provide irrigation for agricultural purposes. The wall is at 

the north end of the valley. November 1952. 
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Paved road running north from a gas stetion at Shah Riza (north end of town). 
Pavement extends about one mile. January 1953. 


Looking north from the gasoline station north of Shiraz on the main highway 
(taken from same spot as #9 above). The white building is a gendarme post. 
January 1953. 


Main road north of Abadeh, before reaching Shah Riza. (Vehicles in the picture 
belong to Point Four personnel.) January 1953. 


Road to Firuzabad, in the valley north of Firuzabad. 9 Oct 52. 


The UK-built road between Gach Saran and Ganaweh, looking toward the Persian 
Guif. November 1952. 


Typical country road outside Shiraz -- usually used only py donkeys, but would 
be passable for jeeps. January 1953. 


Main road between Shiraz and Bushire (Valley of Kotal-i-Pir-i-zan), looking 
gouth. February 1953. 


Main road at Izadkhost, near the porder between Fars and Isfahan Provinces. 
January 1953. 


Paved airfield at Zahidan -- exit port for planes to Karachi. The two tents 
in the foreground of #19 were where customs and immigration inspections were 
made. 21 May 53. 


Main road to Izadkhost -- just before the spot where #18 was taken. May 1953. 
Main road south of Abadeh. Lur tribes migrating south. May 1953. 


Back road into oil producing area around Gach Saran, near Basht. Road barely 
passable for jeeps in wet weather, improving beyond Basht when it gets up into 
hills. November 1952. — 


Main road south of Zargan -- about 20 miles north of Shiraz. September 1952. 


Fording the Shaspeh River north of Fehlian. About 100 yards upstream from site 
of uncompleted stone bridge (see 00-B 71434 (Seattle 4174)). Easily forded in 
dry weather, dangerous during wet weather. November 1952. 


Looking from main road south into valley of Kazerun. Main highway in foreground. 
Fall 1952. 


Bus bogged down in mud south of Ganaweh on route to Bushire. Passeble in dry 
season. November 1952.
